Ravyachol 


Convicted by a Jury 
in Paris, 


The Anarchist Leader Sentenced to 
Penal Servitude for Life. 


He Brazenly Avows His Hideous 
Crimes During the Trial. 


Paris in a State of Abject Terror Over 
the Recent Explosions—Talk of 
Placing the City Under 
Martial Law. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. , 

Panis, April 26.—{By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The trial of the An- 
archists, Ravachol, Charles Achille, Si- 
mon, James Beala, Charles Ferdinand, 
Chaumartin and the girl Rosalie Sou- 
bere, began today. So many threats 
had been made by friends of the pris- 
onersto attempt some desperate act 
that admission to the court was se- 
verely restricted. The most desperate 
precautions were taken to guard against 
any attempt to interfere with the course 
of justice. The guards about the Pal- 
ace of Justice were doubled, and every 
part of the approaches to the building 
was closely watched. 

When the judge entered he at once 
sumraoned the jury, whoopresented a 
greatly disturbed appearance. The 
threats ot the friends of the prisoners 
has evidently greatly frightened the 


pressed the opinion that it will require 
very strong evidence to force them to 
render a verdict of guilty in the face of 
the threats made against them if they 
decide against the prisoners. The ex- 
plosion last night no doubt had much to 
do with the apparent unwillingness to 
serve in the case, for that was taken to 
prove that the police will not be able to 
protect the jurors after the trial is fin- 


| ished. 


After the jurors had taken their 
places, the prironers, headed by Rava- 
chol, were broughtin, guarded by an im- 
mense number of police. The proceed- 
ings were at once commenced by the 
reading of the indictment, which occu- 
pied considerable time. Everybody in 
the courtroom stared at the prisoners 
as they stood listening to the reading of 
theindictment, They bore the scrutiny 
composedly, appearing more disposed to 
pose as heroes than to pay attention to 
the clerk of the court, as he read the 
history of their crimes, as set forth in 
the indictment. Inthe center of the 


»room.wasa table covered with bombs, 


the apparatus with which they .were 
made, and everything the police had 
captured. 

When the reading of the indictment 
was concluded Judge Guese examined 
Ravachol concerning the murders which 
it is charged he committed, also con- 
cerning the explosion. Ravachol ina 
nonchalent manner admitted his guilt 
and took upon himself the entire ye- 
sponsibility for the Boulevard St. Ger- 
main and Bue Clichy explosions. 

When questioned as to his motives far 
causing the explosions Ravachol re- 
phed: “I felta feeling of unfeigned 
anger atthe conviction of Le Vallois 
and Perret. Ido not think Benoit and 
Bulot should have demanded the death 
of the fathers of families. Then, again, 
the brutality of the police when*they 
arrested my comrades revolted my con- 
science and I determined upon revenge. 

‘In regard to the St. Germain’ explo- 
sion, I loaded a bomb that contained 
sixty cartridges. I dressed myself in 
broadcloth and went to Benoit’s house 
without attracting any attention. 
After depositing the machine and light- 
ing the fuse Iran down the stairs and 
reached the pavement just as the ex- 
plosion occurred. The operation in the 
Rue Clichy was much the same, onlyl 
carried the bombina bag. A _ portion 
ot the powder became displaced, thus 
rendering it extremely dangerous to 
light the bomb as it might explode any 
instant. YetI did not hesitate to take 
the risk.”’ 

Ravachol concluded his remarks wit 
an éxposition of his theories. ‘I wish 
to see anarchy established and the 
whole people as one great family, each 
member ready to share what he has 
with his brethren. I committed these 
outrages in order to draw the attention 
of the public to the needs of the An- 
archists.’’ 

Simon was next examined, but no 
revelations were obtained from him. 
He admitted complicity in the outrages. 

Chaumartin admitted when ques- 
tioned that Ravochol stole from Soissy 
cartridges which he intended to use in 
blowing up the palace of justice. The 
othertwo prisoners tried to exculpate 
themselves. 

Witnesses were then called and their 
testimony corroborated all the details 
of the crime as set forth in the indict- 
ment. 

When Judge Guese questioned Rava- 
chol he admitted in an insolent manner 
his criminal history as far as it is known 
to the police, but added that if he were 
questioned concerning crimes of which 
he was suspected and not accused he 
would not respond. The judge asked 
him ifthe sum.of £5000, found in his 
room when arrested, was the proceeds 
of the murder of the old man at Cham- 
bles. 

‘“‘Precisely,”? answered Ravachol, 
glancing around as though enjoying the 
effect his answer produced. 

Ravachol also admitted that he in- 
tended killing the policemen stationed 
in front of the station at ‘Clichy, but 
was prevented by a friend. 

In his addresss the public prosecutor 
declared that the prisoners were assas- 
gins, not Anarchists; that the trial, 
therefore, was merely a matter of com- 
mon law. He caused a sensation when 
he read a letter from a Belgian magis- 
trate, informing him that Anarchists 
were sending cartridges to Paris. He 
concluded by calling on the jury to re- 
turna verdict against ,Ravachol and 
imon without any recommendation of 
ercy, and to returna severe verdict 
against Bela. The other two prisoners 
were left to the discretion,of the jury. 

A force of municipal. guards were 
kept under arms at the prefecture all 
day, while the Palais de.la Justice 
fairly swarmed with Republican Guards 
ready to crush any attgmpt at a demon- 
stration or to blow up the place with 
dynamite, 


At 9 p.m. the court rcassembled after 


~ 


jurors, and the journalists present ex- 


recess. Lagosse began his address for 
Ravachol. He insisted that the pris- 
oner’s offenses were political and not 
common law crimes. Ravachol only 
wanted to assist the poverty-stricken 
class, to which he himself belonged. 
He appealed to the jury to imagine 
themselves jn the world of misery with 
which Ravachol was acquainted. He 
said one must be of. great strength of 
mind to.resist becoming an Anarchist 
in the face of such scenes of misery and 
acts of injustice. 

Lagasse concluded an impassioned 
oration, almost amounting to a wig 
of Anarchism, by asking a verdict in 
accordance with what he considered 
the extenuating circumstances. 

Simon's next addressed the 
jury, and, after the attorneys for the 
other four prisoners had addressed the 
jury, Ravochol was permitted to ad- 
dréss the court. He declared himself 
full of confidence that his actions would 
bear fruit, adding: ‘‘May my uninten- 
tional victims understand and pardon 
my acts.’’ 

The judge summed up briefly and the 
jury retired. Their verdict found 
Ravachol and Simon guilty and sen- 
tenced them to penal servitude for life. 
The other prisoners were acquitted. 


PARIS TERRORIZED. 


The Entire City in a Panic Over the Re¢- 
cent Explosion. 

Paris, April 26.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] To state that the explo- 
sion last night at the corner of the Bou- 
leyard.Magenta and the Rue Lencey has 
caused a feeling of consternation in this 
city isto put it very mildly. The truth 
is that the people of Paris are panic- 
stricken at the audacity of the Anarch- 
ists. The feeling of fearis heightened 
by the apparent impotency of the police 
to prevent the Anarchists from commit- 
ting outrages when and where they 
please. There was a reason for last 
night’s outrage. It was in M. Very’s 
café that Ravachol, the Anarchist, 
whose trial occurred today, was arrested, 
and it was to M. Very and one of his 
waiters that the police were indebted 
for the information that led to his cap- 
ture. Sostrongis the feeling of fear 
that many residents of the city and for- 
eign visitors are leaving or making hur- 
ried preparations to leave. 

The scene in the vicinity of the ex- 
plosion surpasses descripcion. Through- 
out the night and morning excited 
crowds, some times numbering 20, 
000, filled the streets and surrounded. 
the wrecked restaurant. The affair 
was discussed in loud and angry voices 
and everybody joined in condemning 
the outrage. The opinion seemed to 
prevail among the crowd that Anarch- 
ists not only from France, but else- 
where, are resolved to force the world 
to take serious notice of their exist- 
ence and their doings. Itis very likely 
that the methods they are pursuing 
will effect this en@, but it is the general 
opinion that if they succeed in their ob- 
ject wilh} be wuch the worse for 
them, The first-rumor last night had it 
that the explosive was thrown through 
the grating in front of the restaurant. 
This statement is supported by a passer- 
by, who says that he saw a sepertine 
flame shoot across the pavement and 
that the roar of the explosion immedi- 
ately followed. The restaurant was 
wrecked, as was also the shop of Mme. 
Moranze, a dealer in second-hand goods, 
next door. A few minutes after the ex- 
plosion a man on the Boulevard Ma- 
genta shouted, “Well done! Vive la 
Republique.” He was at once arrested, 
but denied that he had raised the cry. 
Nothing could be proved against him 
and in eleven hours he was released. 

The report that M. Very had died 
from the effects of his injuries was in- 
correct. It is said at the hospital today 
that it is thought his recovery is possi- 
ble. His wife and daughter Jeane, were 
badly burned about their faces, but it is 
not thought that their condition is seri- 
ous, though they are suffering a great 
deal from the shock. 

Paul Hammond, a printer, who was 
in the restaurant at the time of the ex- 
plosion, is horribly wounded in various 
parts of the body. Hiscondition is crit- 
ical. Another printer, named Gandooa 
Reger, was severely burned. The other 
injured persons are progressing toward 
recovery. 

L’ Lerote, the waiter in M. Very’s res- 
taurant, who informed the police of the 
habit of Ravachol of dining there, re- 
ceived an anonymous letter yesterday 
in which it was said: ‘If Ravachol is 
condemned tomorrow, remember that 
at the same hour you will be attacked 
by the engines of our vengeance.”’ 

~Arepresentative of the Associated 
Press had an interview with L’Herote 
today. Hesaid that about 8 o'clock 
last night a party consisting of three 
men and a woman dined in the rest'aur- 
ant. They engaged him in conversation 
and asked whether in view ofthe part 
he had taken in the arrest of* Ravachol, 
he was not afraid that the friends of 
the Anarchist would seek vengence on 
him. L’Herote replied casually and 
then turned the conversation to another 
subject. He regarded the matter 
lightly until after the explosion. Then 
he recalled several significant incidents 
that had occurred, After dining the 
woman departed from the resturant 
first. One ofthe men paid the bill of 
the party and then went toward the 
door which he held open. One of his 
companions placed a parcel under a 
table beside the counter, while the 
third ignited a match and lighted a 
cigarette. After lighting the cigarette 
he held the match under the table ap- 
parently to avoid the sulphurous vapor 
emitted. After the cigarette was 
lighted both hastily joined their com- 
panion who was still at the door, and 
all quickly departed down the Rue 
Sancry. Soonafter the explosion oc- 
curred. 

The theory that the explosion was oc- 
casioned in this manner does not agree 
with the result of the inguiry that has 
been made by the municipal engineers. 
The engineers believe that a dynamite 
bomb was placed at the threshold of the 
restaurant, which had a double door, 
one section of which was generally 
open, resting against the counter. The 
flooring at the doorwaf was covered 
with iron plate. The bomb appears to 
have been deposited about four inches 
from this plate inside the restaurant. 
» The landlady declares that half an hour 
before the explosion two men, dressed 
as peasants, carrying a bag between 
them, applied to her for a room. She 
did not like their looks and refused to 
accommodate them, 

The dynamite cartridge was found 
last night under a staircase of a house 
‘in the Rou d’Enghein. The contents of 
a number of small bombs found in 

ing. houses of Anarchists have been 


analysed and found to contain each a 


kilogramme of dynamite and a kilo- 
gctamme of sebastine. 

Premier Loubet today visited the 

persons injured by the explosion and 
assured them of. the solicitude of the 
government fortheir welfare. Lafrance 
says:, 
+ The people of Paris demand that martial 
law be proclaimed; that every oo 
person be arrested and that the centers of 
agitation be unremittingly watched by the 
police. 


Dynamite Every where. 

Parts April 26.—A dynamite cart- 
ridge was discovered in a sewer at St. 
Etienne. A report late this afternoon 
that the house of De Resche, the 
polige commissioner who arrested Rav-

Borpgavx, April 26.—A dynamite 
carttidge exploded this afternoon in the 
hall of the residence of the Swiss Con- 
sul.

WAR IN VENEZUELA. 


The Insurgents Seem to Be Gaining 
Ground. 


A Large Force be Palacio’a Men Cat Of 
from His Main Army—A Policeman's 
Shot at the United States 
Consul, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
New York, April 26.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The MHerald’s Puento 
Cabello dispatch says that advices from 
Valencia say that Gens. Ybarra and 
Casanas with nearly 1000 government 
forces are cut off from Palacio’s main 
forces, and in immfnent peril. Gen. 
Crespo, the insurgent commander-in- 
chief effected a junction with Gen. 
Mora. Gen. Juan Quevado of Palacio’s 
army and his aid-de-camp, José Armes, 
have been killed. They were butchered 
in a terrible manner by the populace of 
Los Teques. 
* From the steamer Caracas, which ar- 
rived today from La Guayra, it appears 
that the war between Crespoand Pal- 
acio is still raging, and the result of the 
matter isuncertain. OnApril17 a bat- 
tle was fought near Cardcas, in which 
the government troops lost 400 men. 
On April 19 the governor of the state 
of Bolivar went to Petare to recruit 
troops for Palacio. A number of peo- 
ple im sympathy with Crespo rose in 
revolt. A fight in the streets ensued, 
in which the governor was killed. It 
was generally thought among the pas- 
sengers on the Caracas that Crespo is 
gaining ground. 
Mail advices from La Guayra of April 
20 say that Philip C. Hanna, the United 
States Consuf to La Guayra, was fired 
upon bya liceman in the streetseof 
La Guayrh at 8/80 o'clock the 
previous night. The bullet whizzed 
past unpleasantly close the 
Consul, but did not =hit him. 
Mr. Hanna pounced ypon the police- 
man, demanding what the shot meant.

ACTIVE VOLCANOES, 


Results of the Recent Earthquakes in 
Lower California, 


Yuma (Ariz.,) April 26.—[By the As- 


‘sociated Press.] Indians from ‘Lower 


California arrived here yesterday and 
report that volcanoes near Lake Sullu- 
lee, close to the Gulf of California, are 
in active operation. They say that on 
the 16th of April an earthquake was 
felt and almost immediately the. yol- 
eanoes became active. The greatest 
eruption occurred last Thursday night. 
The country fortwenty miles around 
was illuminated by burning sulphur and 
molten rock hurled hundreds of feet by 
the volcanoes, while the noises of ex- 
ploding gases soon spread conSternation 
among the Indians who were down in 
that region on a humting trip.

This created 
excitement for a time and there isevery 
prospect in place of a harmonious con- 
j-vention of havinga fight on the floor 
over the indorsement of one or the 
other of the distinguished gentlemen. 

The perplexity is increased, owing to 
the fact that nobody realizes whether 
Palmer expected unqualified inscruc- 
tions or merely an _  indorsement. 
Theretore Congressman Cable  tele- 
graphed him, and late tonight received 
a reply in which Palmer, but he does 
.not ask absolute instructions. He does 
not wish to antagonize Cleveland, 
and to avoid further misunderstanding 
must refer the whole subject to -his 
friends and to the convention.

GRESHAM'S POSITION.

Carcaco, April 26.—|By thé Associ- 
ated Press.| AnIndianapolis dispatch 
states that T. E. Johnson has been sent 
to interview Judge Gresham to see if he 
will accept the People’s party nomina- 
‘ tion for the Presidency. The dispatch 
also quoted a statement from the party 
organ, the Non-conformist, stating that 
Judge Gresham had written letters to 
individual members of the party bear- 
ing a favorable construction as to his 
willingness to become the third party’s 
standard bearer.

The only Republican issue 
was on Chairman Moseby, of the State 
Committee. He is @ white man and the 
negroes were trying to capture the 
chairmanship for one of their own 
race. The opposition to him was also 
anti-Harrison. In a majority of the 
districts the antis carried the day. 
Moseby, however, is confident of seat- 
ing all his delegates at Minneapolis.

AN ASTOR DEAD. 


Death of a Member of the Wealthy Fam- 
ily—His Great Fortune, 

New York, April 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A special to the Evening 
World from Paris states that William 
Astor died last night at the Hotel Liver- 
pool. The cause was heart fai.ure, 
Mr. Astor was the father of Mrs. J. 
Coleman Drayton and was greatly wor- 
ried over the Borrowe-Fox-Millbauk 
scandal, in which she was involved. 
Next to his nephew, William Waldorf 
Astor, and probably Jay Gould, William 
Astor was the richest citizen of America. 
His wealth was recently estimated at

All-day Business ‘session of the 
Grand Parlor. 


Various Matters of Interest to the 

Order Considered. 

Sacramento Finally Selected as the 
Next Meeting Place. 


Today the Delegates Will Take an Excur- 
sion Around the Kite-shaped Track 
—Reception Tonight at Tarn- 
verein Hall. 


The Grand Parlor of the Native Sons 
of the Golden West convened in regular 
session at 10:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning, Grand President Fitzgerald 


presiding. 

A communication was received and 
read from the Odd Fellows inviting the 
Grand Parlor to take part in the exer- 
cises celebrating the seventy-third an- 
niversary of the founding of Odd Fel- 
lowship. 

Credentials from various delegates 
were received and the delegates seated. 

The first business before the Grand 
Parlor was the consideration of the sub- 
ject of electing delegates by districts. 
The entire matter was ably debated pro 
and con, but no conciusion was arrived 
at and the subject was made fhe special 
order for 2 p.m. 

An amendment to hold future sessions 
of the Grand Parlorin San Francisco 
was rejected. 

Eugene F. Bert, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Laws and Supervision, re- 
ported that the committee was adverse 
to the present plan of secretaries of 
subordinate parlors notifying other 
parlors in the same town of candidates 
for admission, and wasin favor of its 
abandonment. A vote being taken the 
report of the committee was rejected, 
and the present plan remains without 
change. 

From the same committee Chairman 
Bert reported that the views of the 
members relating to the subject of 
charges should not be changed. The 
grand body did not concur in the opin- 
ion, and, on motion, the clause reading, 
“The name of a brother bringing 
charges shall be revealed only to the 
the president, secretary and ‘Trial 
Committee,’’ was stricken out. 

By this action of the Grand Parlor 
the name of the party bringing charges 
is announced in open meeting. 

A resolution to fix the initiation fee 
atasum not greater than $25 was de- 
feated. The intention of the Grand 
Parlor is‘to allow subordinate parlors 
to judge the proper tax for entrance of 
strangers, although the minimum tax is 
fixed at $5. 

Before the adjournment of the morn- 
ing session of the Grand Parlor, Grand 
Past President Frank D. Ryan introduced 
a resolution instructing the Board of 
Grand Trustees to purchasea suitable 
badge to be presented to Senior Past 
Grand President A. “Clay Chipman. 
The résolution was adopted by a rising 
vote. 

Adjournment until 2 p.m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Before business was commenced at 
the afernoon session Grand President 
Fitzgerald announced to the assembled 
delegates that. the Ritual Committee 
had been actively at work, and believed 
that their labors would be indorsed by 
the Grand Parlor. 

Discussion of the ritual question was 
made the special order for 9 o'clock 
Thursday morning. @ 

The announcement that the ritual 
question would probably be definitely 
settled at thissession was received with 
rounds of applause. 

The special order of business relat- 
ing tothe election of trustees by dis- 
tricts was called up, 

Eugene F. Bert, from the Committee 
on Legislation, reported that the com- 
mittee had favorably considered that 


-mode of procedure. 


The first amendment offered and 
carried was as follows: None but 
members of the Grand Parlor shall be 
eligible to any office in its gift, and no 
member 'shall be chosen as a grand 
trustree from any district unless he be 
a member of a ,parior in said district. 

The election of trustees called out a 
lengthy debate, the tenor of which 
seemed to be that the representatives 
of the parlors composing the different 
districts shonld name the candidates 
for trustees and place their names be- 
fore the Grand Parlor, and the grand 
body should elect the trustees. 

It was decided before the main ques- 
tion was put that the law relating to 
the election of trustees by districts 
should take effect immediately. 

Tne vote on the question of electing 
seven (trustees by the Grand Parlor, 
although the candidate shall be named 
by the representatives of the parlors 
composing the different districts, was 
carried. 

The question of selecting a place for 
the holding of the Grand Parlor was 
called up. 

Jackson Hatch of Sam José presented 
the claims of that city. : 

Frank D. Ryan offered an amendment 
that Sacramento be substituted. 

In support of San José Mr. Hatch 
stated that while the citizens of that 
city desired the Grand Parlor to con- 
vene in that city, he would waive all 
claims provided the session of 1894 
should be given to San José¢. “ 

August H. Den of Santa Barbara, in 
his usual style of eloquence, electritied 
the delegates by his glowing descrip- 
tion of the Capital City, and his re- 
marks were received with: great ap- 
plause. 

A. H. Spurr of Lakeport made a most 
gallant fight for Lakeport, and his re- 
marks were given great attention.

The single delegate 
was badly handicapped,. however, by 
the earnest work done by the Sacr- 
mento delegation. 

At the conclusion of Brother Spurr’s 
remarks he was applauded loudly, and 
his maiden speech was well delivered. 

W. B. Josselyn advocated the holding 
of the session of the Grand Parlor at 
Lakeport and made a good effort to as- 
sist Brother Spurr, and spoke feelingly 
of the hospitalities that would be ex- 
tended and the good work that could be 
accomplished. 

©. S. Tilden and R. P. Troy spoke in 
favor of Sacramento. 

Sacramento was finally decided on, 
and on motion of Brother Spurr of Lake- 
port the vote for Sacramento was made 
unanimous. 

The matter of indorsing the Board of 
Relief was made the special order of 
business for 8 o'clock at the evening 
session, and at 8:30 the report of the 
Committee on Appeals and Grievances 
was ordered taken up.

Lieut. Fremont Explains His 
Position on the Matter. 


_A New York special to the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle says: 


Lieut. F. P. Frémont, who is stationed at 
Fort Wood, Bedloe’s Island, thade a state- 
ment today regarding the allegation of his 
mother, Mrs. Jessie Benton Fremoat, that 
ex-Congressman John Cobufn of Indiana 
was responsible forthe failure by the House 
of Representatives to pass a bill restoring 
to her the property at Point San José, or 
Black Point. San Francisco, taken from her 
husband, Gen. John C. Frémont, by tire 
Government during the war for military 


purposes. 

The [Lieutenant characterizes Mr. (Co- 
burn’s @enials of Mrs. Frémont's cha 
as not being as frank and complete as they 
might be. 

e said: ‘Mr. Coburn's misuse of the 
term ‘squatter’ is cleverly refuted by the 
previous action of Congress in recognizing 
their status and returning lots not needed 
for military purposes; his adherence to it 
simply reasserts his animus Mrs Frémont 
does not ask any gift of Congress in this 
matter, only desiring that she may be al- 
lowed the same compensation that others 
in thesame case have received, And that 
her case be referred to the Court of Claims 
for adjudication. Justice Field of the 
United States Supreme Court, who de 
livered the opinion of the Supreme Court 
in the trial to determine the title to the 


q property, says, in aletteron file with the 


papers relative to Mrs. Frémont's claim: 
‘It presents a case of much hardship to Mr. 
Steinback, Mrs. Frémont and others,’ 

‘Justice Field's opinion of my mother’s 
claim is still more forcibly set. forth in @ 
letter to me in which he says he will go 
before any committee that Congress may 
appoint on the subject and state what he 
knows. Congressman Coburn is entitled to 
have Lis own opinion relative to the merita 
of the case. but the justice of the ‘act of 
1870 has been recognized by the jurist 
most conversant with the facts, Justice Stee 
phen Field. 

‘All that my mother looks foris justice, 
We are aware that the property at Black 
Point or Point San José is necessary for the 
Government's purpose. Wedo not expect 
to recover the property, but only to be com> 
pensated for its unlawful confiscation."

Convention Aftermath. 

Some essential points in the proceed- 
ings of the Republican County Conven- 
tion were not fully brought out in yes- 
terday’s routine report in Tue Times. 
We now supply them. 

An effort was made to drag Gov. Shel- 
don into a factional attitude by pre- 
senting his name as a candidate for 
chairman of the convention. Gov. 
Sheldon refused, several days before 
the convention met, to allow his name 
to be used, orto accept the chairman- 
ship of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization and Order of Business (the 
most important committee,) and when 
he was placed in nomination by the 
‘‘combiners’’ he rose in his place on the 
floor and _ refused absolutely’ to 
allow any such use to be made 
of his name. And after the conven- 
tion had unanimously refused to adopt 
the Murphy resolution to instruct the 
delegates, Gov. Sheldon made the mo- 
tion to reconsider that action (he hav- 
ing voted against the resolution,) in 
order, as he stated then, to put the sub- 
ject beyond recall. Then the conven- 
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wonld be placed in nomination for dele- 
gate to Minneapolis, as the convention 
had no, power to elect, but only to 
favor; hencé no previous arrangement 
had been made by the friends of Mr. 
Northam and Col. Otis to have them put 
before the convention in nominat- 
ing speeches, and_as to the latter, che 
was not present at all, being otherwise 
engaged on important business. _ 

| The resolution of Mr. Murphy to in- 
struct the delegates having been buried 
in the Committee on Platform and Res- 
olutions, and the convention having 
twice afterward, by a unanimous vote, 
refused to allow it to be brought up, 
this action defeats the desire of the 
promoters of the secret ballot, which is 


construed into instructions. 


Chinese Exclusion, 

The Chinese Exclusion Bill adopted 
by the Senate yesterday not being the 
same as that adopted by ‘the’ House, a 
conference is necessary, and it is pos- 
sible that a compromise measure may 
be patched up somehow between the 
two. The Geary bill, adopted by the 
House, is much the more absolute in its 
restrictions, but the Senate bill is also 
considerably strengthened over existing 
regulations. 

For example, the embarrassments 
which have hitherto arrisen in shipping 
Chinese intruders by way of Canada 
back to that country are obviated. 
Hitherto our courts have ruled that a 
Chinaman who comes from Canada must 
be sent back to Canada ; but the Cana- 
dians exact a head tax of $50 for every 
Chinaman who comes in; hence, unless 
our Government paid the tax it could 
not send the interloper back. 

The Senate bill provides ,that, in 
case such tax is demanded, the excluded 
Chinaman shall: be sent directly to 
China. This-solves one of the prob- 
letras at least. | 

It isa matter of regret that Senator 
Felton was not able’ to secure the 
adoption of his amendment requiring 
all Chinese residents, except diplomatic 
and other officers and their servants, to 
obtain, within one year, from the col- 
lectors of internal revenue of their re- 
spective districts certificates of resi- 
dence. This would have shed a 
basis for identification which would 
have gone a great. way toward prevent- 
ing frauds and vitalizing the exclusion 
law. With the form of identification 
now required from the Chinese, a pho- 
tograph of the subject being attached, 
it is not au easy matter to swap docu- 

nts, or to make one paper do service 
the wholesale plan. 

If all the Chinese in the country could 

thoroughly identified as a starter it 


tion unanimously voted as the Governor

He said that any secret or open vote for 
any one would bea stultification of the 
convention itself, it having’ by unani- 
mous vote adopted the _ resolution 
against instructions. 

Capt. Blennerhassett, in a bold and 
eloquent speech, made a demand upon 
certan gentlemen who were upon the 
floor, who had.charged that there were 
‘“‘rings,’? combines’’ and ‘‘bosses,’’ to 
stand up and tell what they knew about 
such matters. Turning toward the del- 
egations in which were the ‘‘organizers 
of the combine,’’ including H. Z. Os- 
borne, Collector of the Port, and other 
Federal officials, he repeated again his 
demand and challenge, but the gang did 
not reply; they had used the cry of 
“Stop, thief!’’ only to divert attention 
from themselves, and they did not care 
to stop and turn the inside of their 
pockets out, as that action would have 
disclosed the stolen goods. When the 
long finger and eagle eye of Blenner- 
hassettowere turned toward Statesman 
Osborne, the double-leaded editor made 
He was like the poor boy ata 
huskin’—‘‘nothin’ to say’’—and was 
probably contemplating with fear and 
trembling the exposure of his vote in 
the Fourth.

As already described in Tue Times, 
Mr. H. A. Barclay of Tejunga ‘brought 
forward the secret ballot device of two 
years ago, his proposition being pre- 
sented in the following language:

“YOU'RE A LIAR.” 


An Exciting Scene During the 
Raum Investigation. 


Enloe of Tennessee Gives the Lie to 
the Commissioner 


Ana follows it Up With a Desperate 
Effort to Assault Him.

Wasuincton, April 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] There was an exciting 
scene today in the room where the 
Raum investigation was proceeding.

Enloe repeated the query , several 
times until finally Raum turned around 


-and sharply asked if he wanted an- 


other denial. Enloe hotly exclaimed: 
‘*‘You’re a liar! You did say so!” and 
rose to his feet, grasped a glass sponge 
cup on the table and started for the 
Commissioner. 

Other members of the committee rose 
hastily and forcibly prevented Enlpe 
from proceeding further. <As_ he 
struggled to free himself Commissioner 
Raum said, “I want no difficulty with 
you or any one else, but the man don’t 
live that I fear.”’ 

Then to avoid trouble he took up his 
hat and marched out of the room. 
Chairman Wheeler called to him that 
there was no need to leave, as he would 
be amply protected, whereupon Con- 
gressman Payson remarkéd that a wit- 
ness had a right to leave when he had 
been so treated. To Enloe Chairman 
Wheeler expressed regret at the scene, 
but Enloe insisted that he had treated 
the witness fairly, but 
Raum’s manner very offensive. : 

Payson asked in what respect it was 
offensive, adding that the commissioner 
had simply said he did not make the 


statement, and Enloe kept on insisting

payers for them to sign as for‘or against a 
sewer system.

Passenger Men Organizing to Fight 
The Scalpers. 


First Passenger Train to Santa Monica 
Canyon—Wind Up of Winter Ex- 
cursion Business—Lo- 
cal Notes. 


The passenger agents in Los Angeles 
have at last succeeded inorganizing for 
the purpose of fighting the ticket ‘scalp- 
ersand maintaining eastbound rates. 
At a meeting which was held Saturday 
evening at the general passenger office 
of the Southern Pacific in this city, and 
Which, it was fondly hoped, wonld be 
kept secret, there was a full’attendance 
of passenger agents who have offices 
here, and important headway was made 
in their purposes. An agreement, was) 
made and signed by which the Santa 
Fé will take off sale the ticket which 
has heretofore been sold to Sioux City, 
by way of Kansas City, which the scalp- 
ers have utalizedso profitably. All the 
lines solemnly promise to cease paying 
commissions toany but regular ticket 
agents of railroads, and then only upon’ 
the express condition that the com- 
mission must not be used for cutting the 
rate. They will hereafter refuse to 
have any dealings whatever. with the 
ticket brokers, and will not sell a ticket 
below regular tariff. The agreement 
was signed by representatives of the 
Santa Fé, Southern Pacificy Burlington, 
Rock Island, Union Pacific [Chicago and 
Northwestern, Denver and Rio Grartde, 
Texas Pacific and Chicago and Alton 
roads. This action, consistently lived 
up to, will avert the. threatenéd de- 
moralization of rates, and make slim 
picking for the ticket brokers.
